DO YOU SUFFER FROM MORBUS SABBATTICUS? 

Morbus Sabbatticus, or Sunday sickness, is a disease peculiar to Church 
members and those who would like to attend Divine Services. The attack 
comes on suddenly on Sundays; no symptoms are felt Saturday night; the 
patient sleeps well and awakes feeling well; eats a hearty breakfast, but 
about time for church the attack comes on and continues until services are 
over for the morning. Then the patient feels easy and eats a hearty dinner. 
In the afternoon he feels much better and is able to take a walk, an auto- 
mobile ride, go to town or just lounge around. He retires early, unless friends 
come in. He gets up Monday morning and feels well, goes to work, and never 
feels any symptoms of this illness until the next Sunday morning The j 
peculiar features are: 

1. It attacks those who should be at the services. 

2. It never makes its appearance except on Sunday. 

3. The symptoms vary but never interfere with appetite or sleep. 

4. It never lasts more than 24 hours. 

5. It generally attacks the head of the family or the key person in the 
quarters and spreads until everyone else is affected. 

6. No physician is ever called. 

7. It always proves fatal to the soul. 

8 No remedy is known for it except prayer and repentance. 

9. Real heartfelt salvation Is the only antidote. 

10. If you have been suffering from Morbus Sabbatticus, break the fever 
and attend the service of your choice this Sunday.

VVHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT POLIO 

The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, already doing research, 
giving patient aid. and education, is starting to fight the fourth front against 
polio — PREVENTION. It provides necessary aid to those who need it. wher- 
ever or whenever polio strikes. 

Men in the Armed Forces are entitled to full medical care and treatment | 
in service hospitals. Where hospitals do not have the special equipment or 
trained personnel, the Foundation through the local chapter will cooperate 
by sending specialists in medical care, nursing, and physical therapy. If a 
serviceman is stricken with polio where government medical care is unavail- 
able, the local chapter will give all the necessary assistance until he can be 
sent to a military hospital. 

The National Foundation will make available all assistance to dependents 
of service personnel. Under the policy of the Foundation, the local chapters 
will give assistance to anybody stricken with polio within its assigned area, 
regardless of the legal residence of the patient. 

Assistance to polio victims is not limited to the care given during the 
acute phases of the disease.

Pleasure is a temporary thing which is gone in 
a short time, leaving us more empty than before and more unhappy, too, if 
nothing lasting has been created within us. 

Fortunately it has been provided that we all find happiness in different 
ways, according to our individual abilities and opportunities. The most im- 
portant element is the realization that we are accomplishing something 
worth while and lasting, and are contributing our bit, no matter how small, 
to the well being of others. As surely as this feeling is lacking and we realize 
we are not doing all we should, we are dissatisfied and not happy. God 
intended us to be happy and he put it within our reach. Each person must 
know himself and the opportunities he has, and work from there on. It is 
not easy, requires real effort, and means we will have to choose some things 
for our lives and eliminate others. Even God cannot make us happy— it is 
a creative job each must do for himself.

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Wars thrive on hymns of hate. Their cacophonous melodies blare from 
many pages of Israel’s history.

King Saul. Prince Jonathan and his two brothers are slain in the battle 
of Gilboa. The victorious Philistines sweep on*to the palace. Under the 
influence of panic, a nurse snatches Jonathan’s son. Mephibosheth, in her 
arms and flees to a craggy hide-out on Mt. Gilead. In her haste she falls 
and the child sustains an injury which cripples him for life. Eventually, 
they find sanctuary in the house of Amiel, a wealthy landowner and an 
ally of David during Absalom's rebellion. 

David is involved in affairs of state and occupied in waging war on several 
fronts. Though he never forgets his vows to Jonathan, circumstances are 
such that twelve years pass before he inquires if any of Saul’s house are 
alive. It is then that Zeba, an old servant of Saul, informs him of Mephibo- 
sheth’s hiding place. The deformed lad is brought before the king. Naturally, 
he expects to be slain, the fate which usually befalls an heir-apparent of a 
deposed eastern monarch. 

An enlightened benevolence is manifested by David who in a generous 
act of forgiveness not only provides a home in the palace for his rival but 
also honors him with a place at the king’s table. In addition, a portion of 
Saul’s estate is restored to Mephibosheth. and twenty servants are placed 
at his command. 

Here is an historic fact from sacred literature which sheds a welcome 
light on a spiritual reality. For the sake of Christ, God’s beloved son. we 
too are alienated by sin, are sought, forgiven and counted as members of 
the family of God. As the beloved apostle. St. John, so aptly phrases it, 
"Beloved, now are we the sons of God.”

If we find prayer unappealing or tiresome, it is because we do not under- 
stand it. We might say briefly that prayer is a consciousness of our relation- 
ship to God with an attempt to express that understanding by word and 
action. It comes from deep within us and so modifies our whole being. 

But prayer is not merely lifting ourselves toward higher things by our 
own boot straps, so to speak. As by contact with other human beings we 
draw some of their personalities into our own, so by uniting ourselves with 
the Supreme Being in prayer we draw into our souls some of the divine 
Wisdom and Power, and our own weaknesses are overcome, our spiritual 
possibilities perfected. 

We have to learn to pray just as we have to learn to conduct our rela- 
tionships with other people. But this is not so difficult as people imagine. 
Prayer should be a part of our daily life, not something we try clumsily to 
use in emergencies. Even five minutes a day devoted to prayer can give new 
meaning, purpose and strength to anyone. Patients who have long hours 
of idleness and suffering can find in prayer a real source of patience and 
even happiness. Though we pray to honor God we are actually the ones 
who benefit from lifting up our hearts.

He took the mirror home and stole into the attic 
to hide it. But his actions didn’t escape his suspicious wife. That night 
while he slept, she slipped up to the attic and found the mirror. "Hum-Um.”

What a spiritual exercise it would be for all of us to sit down occasionally 
and retrace our steps, projecting our imaginations, viewing ourselves as 
others see us.

Here then is a great Christian paradox; to see ourselves we must first 
see God through Christ.

I passed a penny arcade and observed those who stood before some trick 
mirrors. A normal man became a gangly colossus with a chin-on-the- 
ground expression. An average woman turned into a lumpish dwarf with 
a globular face. A handsome youth was transformed into a freak of nature 
with a pinhead, giraffe-like neck, a midsection compressed into an inch 
and legs extending into infinity. But people laughed at themselves and 
others because they knew that the reflections were distorted and hence 
they w’ere able to make the proper mental corrections. 

Then I began to see beyond the reflected monstrosities and realized that 
life mirrors distorted views too as one walks through the arcade of time. 

A Christian philosophy helps one make the proper mental correction. 
Life is neither all laughs or tears but some of both. When good things 
come, the words of St. James are remembered, "Every good gift and perfect 
present is from heaven and comes down from the Father of the heavenly 
lights, about whom there is no variation of changing shadows.” Should 
pain and disappointment come, he does not despair but echoes Paul’s 
words that sounded from a dungeon cell close to the sewers of Rome. “I have 
learned how to be contented. I have been initiated into the secret, in any 
and all conditions, of being well-fed and of going hungry, of having plenty 
and going without. I can do anything through Him who gives me strength.” 
A more modern follower of Christ, George Matheson, during his forty 
years of blindness preached about life’s beauty and God’s graciousness 
and left posterity the beloved hymn, "O love that will not let me go.” He gets 
into God’s scheme of things and is thereby enabled not only to make the 
proper adjustment to the present but also to gain a sense of inner security.

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Medical-Surgical 
Pool in Operation; 
Serves 60 Doctors 

When people speak of "the .pool,” 
the chances are 50-50 that they are 
not going swimming, but that they 
have some connection with the Med- 
ical-Surgical Clerical Pool where the 
stenographers take their diet: 
from discs instead of directly from 
the doctors. 

The Pool, now working at top 
I speed for approximately 60 medical 
officers, has been in operation since 
last fall when the ward secretaries 
were grouped into one unit in order 
I to equalize the work and serve as 
many doctors as possible. Voicewrit- 
i ers were installed in 22 wards by the 
Ediphone Corporation. When a doc- 
tor dictates, his words are recorded 
on a disc that looks much like a 45 
RPM phonograph record These discs 
are then transcribed at the Pool, and 
the doctor soon has his dictation 
back in finished form for the pa- 
tients’ records. 

The personnel at the Pool consist 
of a supervisor, six stenographers, 
and one enlisted man. Mrs. Wallin, 
the supervisor, came to California 
from Minnesota, where she had a 
background of business at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota and experience 
as office manager in a civilian hos- 
pital. She has now been at Oak Knoll 
for two years. Most of the women in 
the Pool have had many years of 
medical stenographic experience, and 
they are proud of the work they are 
doing.

Janice; and some think six-year-old William Jr. may 
well have had a hand in it. The cast, only one of its kind in existence, was 
designed to allow for proper healing of a complicated elhow fracture. Trac- 
<ion is being applied in three directions by rubber bands attached to 
chicken wire" rigging. A wire through a small bone in the broken elbow is 
.he point of attachment for the traction device that extends farthest to the 
right, giving the Navy pilot the new broad-shouldered silhouette. A partial 
body cast hugs the waistline and holds the rigging in place so the lieutenant 
can be up and around while his fracture mends. 

The accident was less glamorous than the treatment, LT Sells admits: “I 
slipped and fell on the floor at home."

Your $'s Are Going Down the Drain 

Have you ever wished you personally could do something that would 
enable this command to expand its recreational facilities? Well, whether 
you realize it or not, it Ls within your power to help. 

Have you had a “coke” today? What did you do with the bottle when you 
finished drinking? While you are probing your memory, here are some facts 
and figures you should know: each coke bottle thrown away represents a 
loss of two cents to the Navy, and three and one half cents, to the Coca- 
Cola Bottling Co. 

The days ahead will be warm More people will be drinking “cokes” and 
leaving their bottles on window sills or in trash buckets instead of returning 
them to the case provided. 

If we can curb the haphazard discarding of coke bottles and use the racks 
at the dispensing machines, we may be able to turn that little coke bottle 
into an asset. That two cents per bottle loss can build up into a $150 
to $200 deficit every month — a sum which undoubtedly would be used a 
hundred ways if it were added to rather than subtracted from our Recrea- 
tion fund.

Returning to the BRYCE CANYON, 
he made BM3 and organized a band 
and variety show that was presented 
in the Far East and voted the num- 
ber one amateur show in that area. 

In 1953 he returned to HCS, San 
Diego and entered in the Ninth An- 
nual Evening Tribune Golden Gloves 
Tournament but transfer to Oak

He holds two commendations for 
skill and sportsmanship and another 
for his outstanding work in HCS 
He has won seven trophies for tour- 
naments, is an ardent fencer, and 
can speak Japanese and French.

Consistent with efficiency and 
economy in operation and with di- 
rectives issued by the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, a number of 
civilian employees have been notified 
that they are to be separated by "re- 
duction in force" within the next 
month. 

Notice that the ceiling on civilian 
employees was to be cut was received 
several weeks ago, and though it was 
hoped the cut could come about natu- 
rally through normal turnover, peo- 
ple like working at Oak Knoll and 
only a few workers left voluntarily 
during this period.

Flying Ambulance 
Delivers Patient 
To Ball Diamond 

A Coast Guard helicopter landed 
on the baseball diamond Tuesday 
afternoon while a hospital ambu- 
lance. corpsmen, newspaper photog- 
raphers. and an anxious young Navy 
wife awaited the arrival of LTJG 
Robert P Edwards. USNR. 

The young flier was injured when 
his AD Skyraider crashed in the 
water as he was flying from the USS 
YORKTOWN during maneuvers off 
the coast at Monterey He is the 232.- 
328th patient admitted to the hos- 
pital and the first to arrive by heli- 
copter. 

The lieutenant, who is attached to 
Squadron VA 95. NAS. Alameda, was 
rescued by a destroyer escort after 
being in the water for only ten min- 
utes. He was transferred to the car- 
rier for medical aid, and since he 
needed specialized orthopedic care 
arrangements were made for his 
transfer here after a helicopter had 
flown over the compound and se- 
lected the ball fteld as the best place 
for a landing. 

LT Edwards, now resting comfort- 
ably on Ward 69A. feels lucky to be 
here. "Things could be a lot worse " 
he told his wife. Phyllis, when she 
met him at Oak Knoll "air field.”

Where they flourished, none others 
could grow. 

In our hearts we believe that the trees we have saved and the trees we 
are planting hold the promise of future good. We believe that their leaves 
will be for the healing of the nations. With the same persistence that we 
have destroyed the blighted trees, we nurture the better ones and seek to 
keep them alive. We believe that the roots are still sound and that what 
St. Paul wrote to his troubled Roman followers. If the roots be holy, so 
will be the branches,” applies to our day too.

and uniform treatment established 
for all the services." he said. 

Dr. Ca.sberg said that In communi- 
cation with the Secretary of Defense 
office in Washington the day before 
his visit here he was told that the 
question of dependent, care should 
come up in this session of Congress. 
"Need is Obvious” 

"The need for such legislation is 
obvious," the doctor said, "since serv- 
ice people move from place to place 
and many times are stationed in 
areas where no civilian medical care 
is available. 

The doctor visited Oak Knoll and 
is touring other Naval Hospitals at 
the request of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense to talk with members 
of the staff — nurses, interns, resi- 
dents, and other staff doctors, both 
reserves and regulars, and get then- 
views on the Navy Medical Depart- 
ment. 

He believes the Navy is an excellent 
career with great promise of profes- 
sional progress for a young man, 
but he feels that "stability In regula- 
tions regarding retirement and so- 
called 'fringe’ benefits” Is definitely 
necessary. 

“Should Hold the Line” 

“We should hold the line and not 
change the rules while the ball is in 
play,” the Defense Department con- 
sultant said, referring to recent with- 
drawal of “fringe” benefits that had 
heretofore served ns inducements to 
young doctors to choose careers in 
the service. 

"The 20-year-retlrement option 
should certainly be reinstated," he 
declared. 

Dr. Casberg, former dean and as- 
sociate professor of surgery at St. 
Louis University School of Medicine, 
St. Louis, Mo., was an Army colonel 
in World War II. He was only recent- 
ly succeeded in the post of Assistant 
Secretary of Defense (Health and 
Medical Affairs) by Dr. Berry, for 
whom he is currently serving as a 
consultant.. 

The visiting doctor Is now in pri- 
vate practice In the small Santa 
Barbara county community of Sol- 
vang. He was accompanied on the 
visit to Oak Knoll by Dr. William B.

A simple question presented to one 
of the Red Cross social workers 
brought out some interesting facts 
about Red Cross operations in other 
countries. Mr. Erik Kersgard. a bar- 
ber in the Navy' Exchange, wanted to 
know if he could give some of his 
family’s used clothing to the Red 
Cross for distribution in Korea. Al- 
though, as a rule, the Red Cross in 
the United States does not collect old 
clothing, the Red Cross in Mr. Kers- 
gard ’s native country does. The Dan- 
ish Red Cross is especially concerned 
with International disasters and, as 
he pointed out, works in collaboration 
with CARE and aids in the distribu- 
tion of displaced persons. 

Mr. Kersgard's first-hand knowledge 
of the Danish Red Cross is a result of 
his years as a volunteer . Prior to that 
he had been a policeman and , during 
World War II, was active in the under- 
ground. Since Red Cross was a familiar 
symbol to him , he came to our staff 
with his question . Hr was then directed 
by the social worker to an organization 
that would send his family's clothing 
directly to Korea. Mr. Kersgard added , 
"All Red Cross organisations have at 
least three things in common — they are 
concerned with all disasters, aid to the 
military , and international good will."

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Statistics Show Marked Rise 
In Major Types of Surgery 

CAPT R. S. Silvis, Chief of the Surgical Service, recently turned statis- 
tician and came up with figures that show a marked increase in the number 
of the more major surgical operations performed here in 1953 and the fir t 
three months of 1954. despite the fact that the total overall census has been 
steadily dropping since the end of hostilities in Korea. 

Captain Silvis attributes the upswing to closer liaison and cooperation 
between the medical and surgical services. All decisions to perform these 
operations have been made at the weekly medical-surgical conference and 
by other informal conferences between internists and surgeons, rather than 
by the surgical service alone. 

A heart operation known as a mitral valvulotomy had been accomplished 
here on only one occasion prior to last year when ten such operations were 
successfully performed. Similar increases in a variety of other operations 
are shown by the accompanying chart, on which it may also be interesting 
to note that the count of appende omies and hernia operations remained 
approximately the same throughout the five-year period.

24 nurses, 
and 180 corpsmen and can provide 
medical and surgical care for 786 bed 
patients.

Japanese Doctor Here 
For Tour of ALD 

The hospital had another distin- 
guished visitor last week when Dr. 
Masatora Hiyeda. vice-director for 
the National Rehabilitation Center 
in Tokyo, Japan, spent three days ob- 
serving the work being done in the 
Artificial Limb Department. 

Dr. Hiyeda has devoted a number 
of years to vocational training and 
rehabilitation of war-wounded. He 
was in the army service during the 


Chinese-Japanese war from 1937 to 
1939 and served for several years as 
Chief of Orthopedic Surgery at the 
National Hospital near Sasebo before 
taking over his present position in 
Tokyo three years ago. 

According to Dr. Hiyeda, there are 
450,000 adult cripples in Japan. 40,000 
of them amputees, including 28,000 
from World Wur II. 

"It Is my responsibility to help 
them, but it is unfortunate — we are 
20 years behind the United States 
and Europe in our rehabilitation pro- 
gram,’’ he said.

Navy Nurse Corps Has Proud History

(An Editorial) 

While the nation prepared to celebrate Aimed Forces Day, members of 
that important organization — the Navy Nurse Corps — yesterday celebrated 
the 46th Anniversary of its establishment by reporting for duty as usual, 
unaware that 13 May was different from any other day in the year. 

But it was on that day in 1908 that President Taft approved the bill that 
made the corps an integral part of the Navy. This was not the first time 
nurses had served the Navy. Though not an official unit, there were trained 
nurses employed at the Naval Hospital. Norfolk. Va.. in 1898 to care for 
the sick and wounded of the Spanish-American War. They were neither 
enrolled nor enlisted; nor were they sure of being paid. A verbal agreement

Silver Star Awarded Marine; 

Staff Doctor Commended 


SGT Alfred M. Kalinowski. USMC, 
of Ward 42A and LTJG Irving C. 
Nason of Anesthesiology shared hon- 
ors at an award ceremony held in 
Captain Bradley’s Office last Friday. 

SGT Kalinowski received the Silver 
Star medal tor heroism in action in 
Korea and with it one of the longest 
citations ever read at this hospital. 
He “gallantly led his squad to with- 
in 50 yards of the outpost trenchline 
and plagued the enemy with sniper 
and grenade fire, continuing this for 
eight hours in the darkness until he 
was ordered to withdraw' to MLR 
heroic actions prevented the enemy 
from preparing necessary defensive 
I positions of the outpost — a contrib- 
! uting factor in the subsequent retak- 
ing of the vital- position by friendly 
forces,” according to the citation, 
part of which is quoted here. 

“Despite having slept only two 
hours. SGT Kalinowski again led his 
squad in a company-size counterat- 
tack on the outpost, dauntlessly and 
skillfully maneuvering his unit 
through murderous enemy fire until 
300 meters from the objective. At this 
point, his squad suffered 75 per cent 
casualties. He immediately reported 
this to his superiors and fearlessly 
began the dangerous and difficult 
task of evacuating his wounded 
comrades. He was twice blown off his 
feet by exploding enemy mortar shells 
but gallantly refusing evacuation, re- 
mained with his men until the last 
one had been moved to safety.” 

On 15 July just two weeks before 
the cease-fire, Kalinowski stepped on 
the land mine that cost him both legs. 

Dr. Nason received the Navy Com- 
mendation medal “for meritorious 
achievement in performance of his 
duties while serving with a Marine 
medical battalion during operations 
against the enemy in Korea from 19 
May to 1 December 1953. 

“Despite numerous adversities, he 
labored long hours In order to sus- 
tain a high degree of efficiency in the 
anesthesia departments of the unit. 
When heavy casualties arrived at his 
medical station, he participated as 
anesthesiologist in operations on over 
360 surgical cases. When the com- 
panies were deluged with patients, 
his devotion to duty and conscien- 
tiousness were outstanding. His con- 
duct and disregard for fatigue during 
this period w’ere prime factors in the 
high morale maintained.” 

Among those attending the presen- 
tation were Dr. Nason’s wife, Doris; 
CAPT T. J. Canty, who spoke of 
"Ski’s” excellent record during the 
time he has participated in the am- 
putee rehabilitation program here, 
and Rex Sobers, orthopedic appliance 
mechanic who has made the ser- 
geant's artificial limbs for him.

San Francisco, and from there his 
passenger came on to Oak KnoU bv 
helicopter, piloted by LCDR R. jr 
Emerson, to become the second pa- 
tient to arrive here by flying ambu- 
lance.
